cost of Gove ment and a re- 
adjustment of and possible re- 
duction of Provincial taxation, 
Legislative Assembly is 
ore of the opiniog that 
prono nent of policy 
relative thereto should be 
made, 

It is accordingly reconimend- 
ed and urged that immediate 
steps be taken by the Govern- 
ment to effect the cconomies 
above indicated, us well = as 
others, and with that end = in 
view and as a step preliminary 
thereto, we propose that pro-
